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THE TWO TURKISH FORTIFICATIONS COVERING 
THE LOWER DAUNBE. 


Translated the St. Lowis Giobe- Democrat from 
* Cologne Gazette. me 


A correspondent of the Gazette describes the 
two Turkish fortifications ccvering the Lower 
Danube, and thus Dobrudja. He says: 
Isaktscha, like most of the towns on the 
Danube, is situated on a hill. Back of ita short 
distance hills and mountains in abundance. 
Those hills next to the Danube are fortified, and 
on the east side of in the direction of 
the river, we observe two redoubts apd one 
fort. I could not discover any guns on them, 
but was struck by the very considerable height 
of a battery, planted, it is said, by the Russians 
in the last war. At any rate, much 
care has deen given to improve the 
former fortifications of the place. However, I 
could not understand why they should select so 
high an elevation, and entirely isolated, to place 
connon upon. A camp containing some few 
tents was seen on a hillock right on the bank of 
the Danube. Already the troops are observed 
camping in the open air. Steaming past their 
camp the Turks crept out of their tents, and 
within a short time about 100 soldiers were seen

It has become very evident that people 
who engage in the nefarious business of de- 
franding the Government of its revenue 


will find no comfort nor sympathy from the 


present Administration. Those who were 
convicted and sent to the jails or the peni- 
tentiaries have reason to congratulate them- 
selves on receiving their pardons from Pres- 
ident Grant before the expiration of his 
term; had they not, they would have been 
compelled like Joyce (the only whisky-thief 
who remains in durance) to serve out their 
terms, as the pulilic demanded and expected. 
Those who escaped personal punishment for 
their share in the frauds, and unreasonably 
demand, over anil above this, an exemption 
from all civil damages, may as well abandon 
a hope of securing such immunity; they, 
too, should have pressed their claims before 
the late Administration went out of office;

queror, the character of the Ottoman power 


as a system of oppression, cruelty, and 
brutal lust, became fully established, and 
from that day to this the promise of a Turk 
has never been made but to be broken.” 
From that day to this, also, bloodthirsty 
massacres, like those of Chias, Cyprus, Kas- 
sandra, and the recent Bulgarian butcheries, 
have characterized the Turkish reigns. Of 
Turkish government in our own time, Mr. 
FREEMAN says: 

One charter after another has been put forth to 
say that all the Sultan’s subjects. of whatever re- 
ligion, shall be equally under his protection and 
have equal rights. Yet the Christians are every- 
where dealt with as bondmen; the Mohammedan 
is armed and the Christian is unarmed; the Mo- 
hammedan rules and the Christian has to obey; 
the Mohammedan sits in the so-called Court of Jus- 
tice and refuses to take the evidence of the Chris- 
tian against. the worst medan offender. 
Therefore no Christian is safe for a moment in any- 
thing. Whatever wrong is done to him he has no 
redrese, his life, his property, the honor of his 
family, are at the mercy of every Tark who thinks 
good to deal with them as he chooses. The doers 
of the bloodiest and fouleat deeds are promoted, 
while any Turk who dares to act more humanely 
than the rest iscommonly disgraced. . . The 
**integrity and independence of the Ottoman Em- 
pire ** means that the Turk should be allowed the 
power of doing whatever crimes he pleases through 
the whole extent of the land which he at present 
holds in bondage. 

What is to be done with the Turk? Mr. 
Faeeman claims that the power of the Turk 
is something purely evil, which cannot be 
reformed, and should therefore be dealt with 
like any other evil past remedy. His rule is 
not government or even misgovernment, but 
brute force and mere brigandage. He 
came in as a robber and he remains as a rob- 
ber. He has no rights except such as may 
be held to belong to a man who has broken 
into the house of another, who has carried 
off his goods, laid waste his fields, and en- 
slaved or murdered his children.” The direct 
rule of the Turk in Europe should cease. 
Southeastern Europe must be put under the 
rule of law. The Turk must have no voice 
in the choice of rulers of the Sclavic States, 
and no spot in these lands should be garri- 
soned by Turkish soldiers. The last words 
of this admirable essay, “ Justice, reason, 
humanity, demand that the rule of the Turk 
in Europe should be got rid of, and the time 
for getting rid of it has now come,” will 
strike a responsive chord inthe breast of ev- 
ery lover of humanity and good government. 
It is the only remedy that oan relieve the ait- 
uation or bring permanent peace in Southern 
Europe. 

THE LOAF OF BREAD. “ 

A loaf of bread, one of the most univ 
articles of trade, is, strange to say, as in- 
definite as to its proportions as is a hand- 
ful,” a cupful,“ a piece of chalk,” or a 
„little more.” Bread is one of the essen- 
tials of life,—a matter of prime necessity, — 
aud in large cities is the largest item of ex- 
penditure in families of limited means. The 
attempts to form in this city a bakers’ union— 
that is to say, an organization whereby bakers 


may establish a trade price for the sale 0 


bread—discloses the fact that a loaf of 
bread may vary from eight ounces to thirty- 
two ounces of bread, and that the prices of 
these loaves vary from four to 12 cents a loaf. 
The trade has its difficulties. Assuming 

a “loaf” sells at retail for five cents, th 
are other bakers who will undertake to 
quire customers by offering to sell their 

at four cents a loaf, and, as many people 
sume that a loaf is always the same, the 


amount of dishonesty practiced in the 

of bread is beyond all doubt, 

the victims of this dishonesty are that great 
mass of the public who buy their bread of 
the bakers from day to day and meal to 
meal, and have not the means to buy flour and 
bake their own bread. This very class of 
the public are the least able to bear extor- 
tion; to them, light weight in bread is liter- 
ally taking the bread ont of their mouths. 
To many of theso families the item of bread 
is a large and expensivé one. To a laboring 
man, with wife and four children, four loaves 
of bread a day is but a reasonable allowance, 
considering the extent to which bread has 


‘supply the place of other food. Assuming 


five cents to be a fair price for a pound 
loaf of bread, this will give as the average 
outlay for the weekly supply of bread for a 
family $1.40, while the wages of the head of 
the family will not exceed an average of 
$7.50a week. Nearly one-fifth of the entire 
earnings, therefore, is spent for bread, and it 
is of considerable importance to the pur- 
chaser that he be not swindled, not only in 
quality, but in the quantity he gets for hi 

money. The average five-cent loaf ought to 
contain one pound of good bread. That will 
yield the baker from $12 to $15 per 

of flour,—a sufficient margin to cover all ex 

penses and leave a large sum for profit. 
Now, disclaiming any purpose to refer to 
any person or persons in particular, 
or to question the integrity or justice of 
bakers as a trade or individually, it is no- 
torious that five-cent loaves of braad do not 
weigh sixteen ounces; it is equally notori- 
ous that their weight varies from ten to four- 
teen ounces; aud that, if the price be re- 
duced to four cents a loaf, the weight is ro- 
duced to a lower number of ounces. The 
enormity of this fraud is very evident, and t 
is particularly grievous because it falls upon 
the class who can least afford if, and who 
are helpless to defend themselves. Thore is 
no law in this city which compels bakers to 
put sixteen ounces, or any other number of

VITAL STATISTICS. 
It is to be hoped not merely that the 


Illinois Legislature will pass the bill provid- 


thorough system of local co-operation trust- 
worthy vital statistics that will enable him 
to make up an annual compilation of the 
births, marriages, and deaths in the State. 
It has been the observation of all persons 
who are interested in statistical information 
that the vital statistics of this country are 
notably deficient, and they can only be made 
complete and satisfactory by some system of 
inter-State co-operation. It is not practi- 
cable for the General Government to take a 
census more than once every ten years; 
and that is necessarily incomplete, because 

intrusted with it are only 
temporary officials. Again, the General 
Government is so completely separated from 
the police and magistracy system of local 
Government that it will be impossible to 
establish a thorough and satisfactory col- 
lection of vital statistics through its agency. 
This can only be accomplished by the States

The laws in European countries are very 
exacting in the matter of vital statistics. In 
Great Britain an annual census of births, 


tration of births, deaths, and marriages is 
enforced by rigid laws. Marriages must 


births and deaths must be reported to the 
same officer within twenty-four hours after 
their occurrence. No burial is permitted 
without the written authority of this officer ; 
this certificate is only issued upon the 


questions of identity and the settlement of 
estates. If Illinois should begin to make an 
annual collection of the vital statistics of this 
State through the agency of the local offi- 
cials, it is likely that the other States would 
soon follow, and in afew years it might be 
possible, without any apparent increase of 
expense, to have an annual record of the 
vital statistics of the whole country by State 
communication to the Department of Sta- 
tistics of the General Government.

By the terms of this contract, or con- 
vention, as it is called, the laws regulating the 
navigation of the Danube are also revi aud 
upon. With reference to the terms of 
this agreement, affecting the navigation of the 
Danube, it is stated: The navigation of the 
Danube cannot be subjected to any duties on 
property which shall not be expressly 
vided for by the stipulations contained 
the protocol.“ In consequence, “ no 
toll shail be taken that may be based solely 
upon the fact of the navigation of the river, nor 
any duty upon merchandwe which may be on 
board vessels. The police and quarantine regu- 
lations to be established for the security of the 
States separated or traversed by tnis river shall 
be conceived in such a manner as to favor the 
circulation of vessels as much as possible. Save 
these regulations, no obstacles whatever shali 
be placed in the way of free navigation. With 
the view of carrying out the improvements at 
the mouth of the river (which, since the ratifica- 
tion of the treaties of 1812 and 1829, had been 
under the exclusive control of Russia), in order 
to facilitate navigation, improvements of a 
gigantic character were undertaken by the 
great con Powers. ‘This work was in- 
trusted to a joint. international commis- 
sion, under provisions of the Treaty of 
Paris, and these improvements have led toa 
vast increase of the shipping trade cf this great 
river. By Art. 3 of the supplemen cou- 
vention annexed to the treaty, each of the con- 
tracting Powers was allowed to station at the 
mouth of theiriver, “in order to secure the ex- 
ecution of the regulations, not more than two 
light vessels for each Power.“

THE ING OF THE GIBBS, 

The Detroit Free Presse gives the following ac- 
count of the disaster to the Gibbs: ‘‘About 3 
o’clock in the morning as the prop Colorado, of 
the Commercial line, was proceeding dcwn the St. 
Clair River, and when at the southeast bend, she 
collided with the schr R. J. Gibbs, boundug. The 
bow of the propeller struck the schooner forward 
of the main rigging on tne starboard side, tearing 
a large hole into her, through which a large quan- 
tity of corn rushed out, thus for a few minutes 
preventing the schooner from sinking. On the 
collision of the two vessels, the Captain and crew 
of the schooner, reg a alarmed, clambered 
aboard the propeller, and the schooner, with all 
canvass spread, sailed off in the darkness like a 
e. ship. Her run, however, was short, for 
us ide of eight minutes from the time of the collis- 
ion she lurched to the star and in 
about twelve feet of water. 

The Gibbs is owned ty Fred L. Wells, of Port 
Huron, and was loaded with 8,100 bu of corn, and 
was bound from Toledo to Sarnia. The cargo is 
insured for $5,000in the Phenix, Northwestern, 
and Mercantile. 

The Detroit Post says: Capt. McDonald, of the 
Colorado, states that it was hardly dark when he 
first saw the Gibbs, and thathe was coming down 
above the southeast bend, keeping well over to his 
own side and showing his red light to the vessel. 
He states also that the vessel was bound up and
